a facility including a tabletting machine, the machine 
having at least one chamber (12); said facility further 
includes means (49 to 66) for conveying gas into the chamber 
(12) and causing it to circulate therein; said means (49 to 
66) are for controlling a gas temperature at a given 
location (64 to 66) so that a temperature of the gas inside 
the chamber (12) reaches a predetermined value. 
The associated tablet manufacturing method also uses this 
temperature control inside the chamber. 

Consequently, the subject matter of claims 1 and 21 differs 
from the known facility and the associated manufacturing 
method in that the means are for controlling a temperature 
of the gas upstream of the chamber. 

The subject matter of claims 1 and 21 is therefore novel
